FoitTl'irr, May 26. — Sunday, the Queen's 
birthday, 1885, will bo n tiny long romem- 

f beretl byxsery mini in the "Winnipeg Light 
Infantry. Tho regiment, 150 Hcouts under 
command of dipt. Steele, 25 Mounted 
Police under dipt, Perry, and the men at- 
tached to the niue-pouudercannon, camped 
Saturday ni^lit, in u heavy ruin, at Dog- 
berry Creek, lo miles west of Fort Pitt. It 
poured with rain all Saturday night, and 
•wau very eold into the bargain. Sunday 
morning the rain still canto down, and with 
everything dripping wot breakfast was 
eaten ut 5 o'clock, and n start was limde at 
5:30, the scouts loading. To march over 
sloppy, muddy roads in a pouring rain, wet 
through, is enough to dampen anyone's 

»j euthtisinsm. Before the march commenced 
'he men of the Light Infantry wore drawn 
•p in (luarttr-colunin 

\ . AMD ADDBEBSED UY QEKKftAL ST It A NO fi. 

V I He said: — "Colonel Smith, ollicers and 
infill of the Winnipeg Light Infantry, you 
liav^e marched admirably, and I atn proud 
of itho Btull' I command. This, is the 
QueW's birthday without the Queen's 
weauher, We cannot have any fireworks 
to-day\ Mr. Big Bear won't give us the 
chnnco.Shut from information I have we 
are close? behind him, and when tho chance 
does coupe, I know you are the KtuQ to take 
it. As tnjis is the Queen's birthday, let us 
give her three cheers." 

The chews were given, nud then the first 
verse of Lite Old Hundted was sung, and 
the march resumed. Tho rain came down 
steadily until noon. At about that hour it 
commended to clear up, and by 3 o'clock it 
was quit^ tine, and the sun shining brightly. 
The column camped for the night one mile 
from Prog Creek, whore the massacre oc- 
curred, a strong picket guard being on 
duty. After supper several of the ollicers 
and men walked to the Frog Lake settle- 
ment, and there 

A TEKRIIILK SIGHT WAS SEEN. 

The settlement consisted of the Roman 
Catholic Mission, ,i mill and some eight or 
uino settlers' houses. The church, par- 
sonage, mill, and every settler's house was 
burned and levelled to tho ground, and 
their contents strewed around. In the 
cellar of the parsonage, and guided there 
by the terrible smell, ono of the most awful 
sights 1 ever saw was witnessed. Four dead 
bodies were found huddled together in a 
corner. Two ol tho bodies were Father 
Fafard and Father Lallao, another was that 
of the lay brother, and tin- fourth that of 
some one unknown. The corpses were 
horribly mangled. All four heads were 
charred with tire beyond recognition, the 

FOUlt HEARTS HAD BKKN TORN OUT, 
wido incisions had been made in the lower 
parts of the stomachs — those who know tho 
Indian method of torture well know for 
what purpose — and tho foot and hands on 
some wore missing. Every body was rotten 
with corruption, and when taken out of the 
cellar and laid upon the grass the sight was 
simply horrible. No wonder that strong 
men in the regiment cried like women. No 
wonder that dooji curses were made and 
vows registered to kill every Indian mot, 
and enquire afterwards whether ho was a 
friend or a foe, The torture those men 
must have Buffered before death came ns a 
happy release must have boon awful. It 
was a terrible ending for a Queen's birth- 
day, and an ending no one present there 
will ever forget. 

Early Monday morning a fatigue party 
V sot to work to dig four graves and make 
^ four coflins. At six o'clock (.'apt. F, I. 
\ Clarke, No. 2 company, Winnipeg Light 
' jrlnfnutry, being the only Koiunti Catholic 
^officer present, read the Litany for the dead, 
and tho bodies of the two priests and the 
/ lay brother were reverently lowered into 
/ their graves. After the priests were buried 
the body of the unknown man was lowered 
into its last resting place, Col. Smith read- 
ing the service. Tho graves were filled, 
four wooden crosses were placed at their 
heads, mid if those devoted missionaries 
and that unknown settlor are buried far 
from relatives and friends, at least they had 
Christian burial, and were lowered into 
their graves by sincere mourners. TJie 

DBSEKTED AND PUJNDKBKD SETTLEMENT 

at Frog Lake looks a sorry sight just now. 
The scenery around is very beautiful, but 
the Indians have marred and destroyed all 
that civilization bus created there. Around 
tho remnins of tho burnt houses was scat- 



tered a large quantity of miscellaneous 
small articles which the soldiers secured as 
mementos. Beads from rosaries and 
crosses were eagerly hunted for, and several 
were found and taken away; also many 
littlo trinkets usually found iu farm and 
other houses. 

And now I have to nelate two facts which 
reflect seriously upon General Strauge's 
I wisdom. First, an Indian cache was found 
| in which was stored Hit) bags of flour and 
! 50 sides of bacou. Col. Smith suggested 
! that the provisions be taken and loaded on 
to tho wagons. To this the General objeet- 
I ed on tho ground that the (lour nnd bacon 
might have been poisoned. Col. Smith 
nest suggested that the provisions bo de- 
stroyed to prevent tho Indians regaining 
possession of them. General Strange re- 
plied that he 

DI». HOT THINK IT WOUTB THE WHILE 
doing s,'„ and the plunder was left. The 
second fact is as follows: A wooden Hume 
i of the mill was found chocked up and full 
I of large fish, principally pike. It struck 
I everyone that the flume was tilled with 
! dead bodies, and that the number of lish 
I there were feeding on them. Col.- Smith 
I asked 'for permission to clear the iiume and 
I find out tho cause of the stoppage. Gen. 
Strange refused and ordered an immediate- 
start. To say that the conduct of the 
General in these matters was the subject of 
much criticism only expresses in a feeble 
manner the adverse opinion of him enter- 
tained by the ollicers and men, not alone of 
I the Winnipeg Light Infantry, hut also of 
the Alberta liilles and police. He has 

KNTIftKI.V LOST TUK CONFIDENCE 

of those he commands and not an hour 
passes that deep tuutterings of discontent 
are not heard. But for the enthusiasm of 
those under his command, their confidence 
in Col. Smith, dipt. Steele and ('apt. Perry 
there would be trouble iu the expedition. 
Nor is the want of confidence and discon- 
tent confined to tho soldiers, The many 
teamsters with us also hate him. How it 
will end no one knows, but if he was super- 
seded serious trouble in the future will be 
avoided. The man lacks judgment and 
decision, is vacillating and never apparently 
two days together in the same mind. The 
feeling exists among those in the expedition, 
whether rightly, or wrongly I cannot say, 
that if the command had been entrusted to 
another, an engagement with the Indians 
would have occurred before. 

From Frog Lake settlement to Fort Pitt 
the distance is 30 miles, the first part was 
a bad trail, the latter over a very good one. 
Many evidences of Indians being iu the 
neighborhood were seen, but uo Indians 
themselves, i'urt L'itt is on the north bank 
of the Saskatchewan, on a flat extending 
about one mile from the river. When tho 
column reached the crest of the range over- 
looking the fort . 

NO roRT WAS SEEN, 

but smoke was. Only a few hours before 
a large band of Indians visited the place 
and set tho different buildings on tiro, and 
they were still smouldering on our arrival. 
A scrutiny of the remains of the fort re- 
vealed soiuo sickening facts. On the bank 
of the river tho body of a dead policeman 
was found. The head was charred boyond 
recognition, heart cut out, hands and feet 
manacled, lower part of stomach cut open, 
the whole a mass of festering corruption. 
In the bush the body of a second man was 
found, stripped, burnt, heart cut out, 
abdomen cut open, hands chopped off. 
Both these men had been scalped. It was 

A DISODSTINU SICKEN IN* O SIGHT, 

and again the bitter curses on the Indians 
were heard. To say that a feeling of deep 
vengeance exists iu the regiment and among 
the police is a mild way to put it. God 
help any Indian prisoner who falls into our 
safe-keeping, No officer's order or com- 
mand will save him, nor is it likely any 
such will be given. He will be sent to his 
end in double quick time. Blamed we may 
be, but let those who blame see what we 
have seen; see bodies mutilated in a manner 
that decency cannot describe, and theu let 
those who blame try and put themselves 
in our place. 

We are now camped on both sides of the 
river here. Ou the south bank of tho river 
is the camp of ihe Winnipeg Light Infantry 
and that of 50 of tho Alberta Rifles. On 
the north bank is the camp of the police, 
the artillery and the remainder of the rilles 
and scouts. The French— the (Sorb — are 
coming down the river in the scows we left 
at Victoria, and are hourly expected. 

THE STllKM.TH or THE DIVISION 

is nt present :— Four companies of Win- 
nipeg Light Infantry, 180 men and officers; 
150 Alberta Rifles; 25 police, nine artillery- 
men; 1(50 teamsters, only half of whom are 
armed; total, 515 men, 75 of whom have no 
arms. To this must be added, when they 
arrive, four complines of the Goth, IfiO 
men, and three companies Winnipeg Light 
Infantry, 135 men. What wo shall next 
do, where we shall go next, I cannot say.

PRINCE FREDERICK CHARLES. 

The late Frederick Charles (Frederick 
Charles Nicholas) Imperial I'rince of 
Germany, eldest son of 1'rince Charles 
the second, brother of the emperor, whose 
death was announced yesterday, was born 
March 'JO, 1828, and has from early youth 
devoted himself to the military pn feaaion, 
and holds a number of appointments in 
the German army. He commanded in 
the war against Denmark in 1864. In 
1860 he was placed at the head of the first 
army destined to operate against Austria, 
entering Bohemia through Saxony, and 
so conducted his forces through the latter 
country as to make its people friends of 
Prussia. The extreme rapidity and en- 
ergy of movement which he displayed in 
Bohemia disconcerted the Austrian gen- 
eral Benedek, who had calculated upon 
beinu allowed to assume the offensive. 
In a serie.s of actions he drove the Aus- 
trians to Sadoiva, and won the great bat- 
tle of Koniggratz, aided by the Crown 
Prince, who, bringing up the second 
army, effected his junction with Prince 
Frederick Charles at the crisis of the day. 
Prince Frederick Charles had for years 
previously labored strenuously, and with 
great success, to make the Prussian mili- 
tary system more elastic, giving greater 
freedom to the officers and relying more 
upon moral means than upon the rule and 
method in dealing with the men. The 
unexpected suppleness and dasli 
displayed by the Prussians in 1800 
were, in a great measure, the 
consequence uf these reforms. The re- 
putation ho received in the war with 
Austria was increased by his successes in 
the conflict with France. At the close of 
July, 1870, he was on the Rhine frontier 
in command :if the second German army, 
comprising the 2nd, 4th, 7th, 0th, 10th, 
and 12th North Gorman corps, estimated 
at 200,000 men and 500 pieces of artillery. 
On August sixth he defeated General 
Froiasart at Speichern, and ten days later 
made a vigorous attack on the right of 
the French position held by Marshal Ba- 
zaino, between Doncourt and Vionville, 
driving the French troops buck to Metz. 
He closely invested that fortress, which 
after enduring a siego of seventy days, 
capitulated on October the 27th, when 
Alarshall Bazaino surrendered with 150,- 
000 prisoners (including the imperial 
guard, three marshals, 5(1 generals and 
0,000 officers) and 20,000 sick and wound- 
ed. Shortly afterwards Prince Frederick 
Charles defeated General Aurollo de Pala- 
dines and the army of the Loire (Nov. 
28th), recaptured Orleans (Dec. 4th), and 
aftor a struggle protracted over six days lie 
took Lo Mans and compelled General 
Chanzy to withdraw his troops in a north- 
ward direction (Jan. 115, 1S71). Ho was 
created a field-marshal Oct. 28,1870. 
The Prince married Marie Anno, daughter 
of Leopold Frederick, reigning duke of 
Anhalt, and has four children. 

POLITICS AND SCHOOLS. 

The Times professes to talk like a wise 
man, but reasons like an ass. Because 
the editor of The C0U1ni.1t is a supporter 
of the government he is admonished to 
seek no preferment, to ask 110 man's 
suffrage, to accept 110 public position in 
which ho may bo useful to his fellow- 
citizens. We have requested our young 
contemporary to extend his line of argu 
montancl apply it to Itimself. He is an 
opponent of the government. How 
absurd it would seem if some person 
should argue that because he is in op- 
position to the government lie ought to 
withdraw entirely from any connection 
whatsoever with public affairs ! The re- 
marks of our contemporary are unworthy 
of any journal that assumes to direct pub- 
lic Sentiment. The fact of the matter is 
the opposition" press and party trained all 
their batterieB on Mr. Higgins. They 
chose to regard him as the proposed em- 
bodiment of the government on the 
school board. They resorted to every 
despicable device to destroy his chances 
of election. No yarn was too monstrous, 
no lie too mean for their purpose. Well, 
the candidate against whom their hostility 
was directed has been returned a; the 
head of the poll in a ward where it was 
believed the opposition were omnipotent. 
The Times and the rat-gnawed Standard 
strove to make the candidature of the 
editor of Ttic Colonist a political question, 
and they have been smashed. The result 
of this election should servo as a warning 
to them never again to mix up politics 
with BChoo matt- is. The two iuturests 
nre.'so at variance that they cannot possi- 
bly bo considered in the same breath 
without damaging the causo of free edu- 
cation. 

THE ELECTION. 

The outcome of the school trustee elec- 
tion ia gratifying to the friends of free edu- 
cation throughout Hit- country. Every suc- 
cessful candidate is heartily 111 favor of a 
system that long since passed out of the 
experimental stage ami i.s unrolled among 
the solid and permanent institutions which 
it is the first duty of the State to uphold 
aud conserve. Taken as a whole, it is be- 
lieved that the personnel of the board is 
satisfactory to the people and that the mem- 
bers will work in harmony to maintain that 
high state of efficiency for which the local 
parliament has made most liberal provision. 
It is gratifying to observe that the attempt 
of a member of the late board to degrade 
the trustee meetings to the level 0/ a politi- 
cal bear-garden has encompassed his defeat. 
The duties of the new board will not be 
enviable; but the members are bound by 
their pledges not to shrink from their dis- 
charge.

ENGLAND. 
London, June 10. -Sir William Vernon 
Harcuurt, homo secretary in Mr. Glad- 
stone's cabinet, in addressing a meeting of 
liberals to-night in St. James' Mall, denied 
that the liberal government had courted 
defeat. The torios had at last overthrown 
the government by an allionco with the 
Parnellites, with whom they had nothing 
common and withal wore now in an 0111 
barrassed position. Go hoped the torios 
would not treat with Russia 111 the 
spirit of late speeches of Lord Kan 
dolph Churchill and tiio Marquis of Salis- 
bury. Sir William gave assurances, how- 
ever, that the torios should have fair play, 
ami if they labored for peace should have 
the support of the liberal parly also. 
Toriea, ho said, might squabble about 
their leaders, but liberals would have 101 
dissentiens about, theirs. Liberals were 
organizing their forces for the great cam 
paign. They could fight for the old causu 
and with the old loader on whoso honored 
head would bo placed the crown of final 
victory. The meeting was crowded to 
excess and the greatest enthusiasm was 
displayed. 

The Tunes editorially says Mr. Glad- 
stone's refusal to accept an earldom makes 
an appeal to the imaginations uf men 
who will not remain unanswered. 

The Queen has offered Mr. Gladstone 
an earldom in recognition of his services 
to the Queon and country. Gladstone 
asked that ho might be allowed to forego 
the honor. The News in an editorial on 
this subject rejoices at Mr. Gladstone's 
decision and says, that no title could add 
to his fame or enhance the onthuaiastic 
devotion of his countless admirers. Be- 
sides, his leadership is required in the 
coming struggle to secure unity 111 the 
pretent case.

London, Juno 10. — The race for the 
Priuco of Wales stakes for three year-olds 
was won by Duke Beaufort's buy colt 
Pepper and Salt, with Prince Soltykoff's 
bay colt Datidio Dimmolit second, Mr.

There 
were only two starters in the race fur th;' 
gold vase. They were Mr Manton's 
aged chestnut mare Theobois and Lord 
Codogan's Bix-year-old chestnut horse 
Mate. Theobois won, running through- 
out the race, and won by a length. 

London, Juno 10. — The French trans- 
port Isero, which sailed from Rouen M iy 
21st with the Bartholdi statue uf liberty 
enlightening the woriii, arrived at Fayal 
June 2d, and proceeded for Now York on 
June 4th.

ITALY. 

Rome, Juno 10. — As an outcome of tho I 
combined efforts of the Propaganda and 
Baltimore council, committees to assist 
Italian immigrants have been instituted 
at Genoa, Naples and Palermo, and Am- 
erican bishops have established aid com- 
mittees at New York, Baltimore and 
elsewhere, whilo some connected with an 
American colonization society have olfor- 
ed to direct immigration to certain terri- 
tories which some Italian agencies have 
offered to the Propaganda to be peopled. 
The Propaganda have accepted the offer 
as far as religious wants are concerned, 
and the Baltimore council only direotod 
attention to those wants. 

IRELAND. 

Dublin, Juno 10. — Mr. T. D. Sulli- 
van, member of parliament for the county 
of Westmoath, presided at a league meet- 
ing held here last evening. He said 
coercion was now impossible. Irish mem- 
bers of parliament, he said, will treat 
with the conservative cabinet about to be 
formed in a manner not dissimilar to that 
which characterized their treatment of 
tho Gladstone government. If tho con- 
servatives ahuuld treat Ireland in the 
same way as tho liberal government had 
done, the prospect for Ireland, said Mr. 
Sullivan, wore never brighter.

GERMANY. 
BERLIN, Juno 10. — The funeral cere- 
monies over tho remains of Prince Fred- 
erick Charles will bo held on Thursday in 
tho Royal garrison church at Potsdam. 
Tho remains aro now in tho village chapel 
and will be transferred to the garrison 
church to-night. Emperor William and 
the entire royal family will attend the 
funeral ceremonies.

EASTERN STATES. 
Washington, Juno 16.— The treasury 
department has decided that leakage uf 
spirits through wormholea or sprung staves 
aro not entitled to benefits allowed in 
cases of casualty. 

A number of tobacco dealers havo com- 
plained to tho post oflice department that 
a tobacco Gnu in Ohio is conducting a 
i^ift enterprise in offering to distribute 
£JO,000 amonu consumers of thu tobacco 
in prizes in proportion to the amount con- 
sumed as shown by the number of tin 
labels that aro fixed to each plug. Busi- 
ness has grown so rapidly that other 
dealers in tobacco have combined to em- 
ploy counsel for prosecution before the 
post otlico department with a view of 
having circulars and tags of tho objection- 
able firm excluded from the mails. The 
matter is under consideration at the post 
office department. 

Post Master General Vilas has decided 
that white men who aro members of In- 
dian tribes are eligible for appointment as 
postmasters. 

Washington, June 16 — Consul Willard 
has just reported to the state department 
from G nay mas, Mexico, that tho west 
j coast of Mexico is now free from yellow 
! fever, aud the hospital bureau is informed 
of an outbreak of yellow fever near Cay- 
enne on the Satan islands, 
j There has just been placed in tho na- 
j tional museum at Washington for perma- 
nent preservation aud exhibition what is 
\ known as tho Ayreshire life car invention 
and other property of the venerable 
Joshua Francis, known the world over as 
I inventor of Francis' life boat and other 
i life saving appliances; this car is one that 
j was used at tho wreck of the British ship 
I Ayreshire, on the coast of New Jersey, on 
j tho night of January 12th, 1830, in a 
severe snow storm saving lives of 201 
I persons. It is interesting for its assucia- 
! lion, aud curiosity of its construction; it 
has been often publicly exhibited in Eur- 
j ope and America aud has travelled over 
j 10,000 miles. It was transferred to Pro- 
fessor Baird for tho museum by a repre- 
sentative of Mr. Francis, together with 
some miniature models of various kinds 
and also all diplomas presented to Mr. 
Francis by shipwreck service of all nations. 

There was a lull attendance at the cab- 
inet meeting to-day. Tho principal topic 
discussed was thu case of Mr. Santos, 
naturalized American citizen, now under 
arrest iu Eucadur. Tho conclusion 
reached was that Mr. Santos should be 
recognized as an American citizen; and as 
such was entitled to full protection of the 
English government.

Month bal, June 10. — Tho Canada 
Shipping Co. to-day received the follow- 
ing despatch from Cap'. J. A. Jackson: 
"The steamer Lake Manitoba is stranded 
in Southwest bay at Little Miguel islands 
at 2:30 Sunday during a foa. Tho vessel 
is likely to become a total wreck. Tho 
passengers, 20 in number, and tho crow 
were saved, but lost {all their effects."

YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 



ENGLAND. 

London, June 16. — At tho close of the 
conference to-day between the Marquis of 
Salisbury and Lord Randolph Churchill, 
which by the way, lasted just one hour, 
Lord Randolph proceeded to tho Carlton 
club, where the members were gathered to 
hear the result of his conference with the 
manpiis. The conservatives in general 
were disappointed that no progress has been 
made since yesterday, and fear is now ex- 
pressed that the delay to form a cabinet 
will damage the prospects of tho tory party 
in the approaching general elections Mat- 
ters just now are at a standstill. Tho con- 
servatives appear reluctant to take office 
until tin- opinion of the whole party can be 
taken. The Marquis of Salisbury will con- 
fer with the ljuceu again to-morrow. In 
tin- meantime nothing will bo done regard- 
ing foreign, colonial or Indian affairs with- 
out the Manpiis of Salisbury having been 
first consulted. One report in circulation 
this afternoon regarding the conference be- 
tween Lord Randolph Churchill aud the 
Marquis of Salisbury is that thu two leaders 
became reconciled, each granting conces- 
sions in relation to the administration of 
affairs, and that a cabinet is now being 
formed mi tlu- basis of an agreement be- 
tween them. 

Lord Randolph Churchill is holding a 
conference to-day with the Marquis of 
Salisbury. I' is reported that tho sub 
jeel under consideration is tho necessity 
fur the extension ot the Crimes act. 

The Queen luft Balmoral Castle at 2 
o'clock this afternoon fur Windsor. Her 
Majesty was accompanied by Princess 
Beatrice. 

SPAIN. 

MadiiID, June 10. — There were live 
new eases uf cholera in this city yester- 
day, aud one death from tho same disensu. 
In the province of Valencia, however, out- 
side of the city there were forty -eight now 
casus and twenty-seven deaths. The city 
of Marcia reports forty now cases and 
seven deaths, while other parts of thu 
province of Marcia return twelve new 
cases and four deaths. 

Madrid, June 15 — The cholera is 
spreading westward along the .Mediter- 
ranean There are several cases in Torlu, 
Alicante and Carihagona. Twelve thou- 
sand persons left Madrid during the past 
week iu consequence of cholera scare. 
Tho exodus is increasing. 

IRELAND. 
Dublin, .Line 10.— The Parnellites aro 
organizing for tho purpose of bidding a 
monster demonstration to show thoir 
pleasure at the departure of Earl Spencer, 
lord lieutenant of Ireland, on Saturday 
next. 

HOLLAND. 
Pottsdam, June 15. —Prince Frodoricli 
Charles, who had a stroke of appoplexy 
yesterday died this morning at tun o'clock. 
His cousin, the Crown Prince of Ger- 
many, was present at tho time uf his 
death. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Glouckstku, Mass., June 16. -FiBhing 
vessels from Iceland report that tho past 
winter 111 that place has been the most 
severe ever known. Almost .11! the cattle 
perished and the fish were scarce. Up to 
the middle of May heavy snowstorms 
were still raging. 

NEW ZEALAND. 
Tho Auckland pipers contain an ac- 
count of the arrest on May 6th, "? 
Walter II Lennox Maxweii, alias 
Theodore C icil D^'jgler. Ho was charged 
with having murdered Charles A. Prol- 
ler iu St. Lcuis on April 5th. The 
arrest was made by U. S. Consul Gamble, 
under instructions from the chief of 
police of St. Louis, and U. S. secretary 
of state, on May 5th. Ho was brought 
into the police court and tho charges 
against him were read. His counsel 
claimed the court had no jurisdiction in 
the matter. After some argument the 
case was remanded to tho seventh, and 
on that day again remanded to tho 
eleventh, when Consul Gamble was tho 
first, witness called. Ho testified on bo 
half of the prosecution as to various 
articles found in Maxwell's trunk which 
among other things contained two em- 
broidered handkerchiefs marked S. A. P., 
and a shirt with two large spots of blood. 
Maxwell in reply to questions staled these 
articles were given him in San Francisco 
by a mail named Robinson. One of the 
two detectives who arrested him on the 
steamer testified to finding the following 
articles in Maxwell's gripsack: Thirty- 
four cull's and two handkerchiefs all 
marked C. A. P. ; memorandum book 
marked Daugier; a pocket medical dic- 
tionary in which was written W. H. Len- 
nox Maxwell, M. D., F. & R. C. S., and 
a dressing case marked W. H. Lennox 
Maxwell. All these articles Maxwell said 
ho bought from the same man Robinson 
in San Francisco. At this point tho caso 
was remanded to May Kith, and again to 
May JO. Judge Smith, who is hearing 
the caso, stated ho would remand it eight 
days at a time until officers from St. Louis 
arrived. 

RUSSIA. 

St. Pktbksbuku, June 10. — The Jour- 
nal do St. Petersburg states that there is 
no truth whatever in the report that the 
Russians have taken possession or are in 
occupation of a harbor in Corea. 

POLAND. 
Warsaw, June 10. — -Gen. Gourko has 
fcrbiddou tho use of tho Ukraino national 
dress as livery for servants. The Poles 
aro greatly irritated by his tyranny.

Victoria in English Eyes. 

(Correspondence of the Manchester Examiner.) 

Fuel and servants' wuges are t lie moat 
expensive items uf housekeeping. Coal 
is sold in Victoria at eight dollars a ton; 
and wood, at live dollars a curd, with the 
addition of another doilar and a quarter 
for getting it cut into short lengths, does 
not come any cheaper, 

Twenty dollars a month are the averago 
wages given tu a good Chinaman who can 
cook fairly well and undertake the wash- 
ing. First-rate conks get as much as 110 
and 35 dollars a month; while buys can bo 
had from rive dollars a month upwards, 
according to their ago and experience. 
They are usually very neat and clean in 
their persons and attach a good deal of 
importance to their appearance. Before 
Hing goes outside thu house to clean the 
windows a frosh apron has to ho tied on, 
and his tuft is carefully brushed and pulled 
into as good a shape as possible. Hing 
had a little outfit provided for him by the 
"cousin" who brought him from China; 
and by and by he is, tu repay the money 
advanced for this, as well as for the jour- 
ney from Hongkong. His working cos 
tume consisted of blue cotton trousers, 
which, after every washing, grew a ahado 
lighter in colour, and soon became per- 
fectly white at the knees, a blue and white 
chuck shirt, and a short hollaud apron 
or bib. As winter approached Hing began 
to talk of the "insides" he was going to 
buy for himself. He had several times 
asked for my husband's "insides'' to wash ; 
bo I understood it was the purchase of 
some flannel underwear ho was contem- 
plating. One dtiy ho appeared in his 
wiutor coat, which was made 1 f a dark- 
blue cotton cloth, but had several layers 
of cotton wuol between it and the glazed 
lining. This quilted blouse stood out 
from his figure all round, and made him 
look very much like an animated tea cosy. 
He told mo his mother had made it, and 
pointed out with pride the gilt, buttons 
and the pockets, out uf which rolled the 
usual buy's collection of worthless odds 
and ends. 

Hing comes from Southern China, and 
wheu the first snow of the season began to 
fall early in December, he ran into the 
dining room in great excitement to ask, 
"What you call him?" Ice, too, was a 
great wonder to him. The water had 
frozen in a washing tub, in which some 
clothoa had been put tu stoop, and Hing 
attacked this ico with a knife as intrepidly 
as Dun Quixote rude tit the windmills. 
Afterwards he amused himself with mak- 
ing a sot of crystal dishes by freezing 
water in plates and saucers. By this time 
he had made such rapid strides in knowl- 
edge that ho placed the plates, etc., for 
0110 minute on the stove before turning 
the ice moulds on to the kitchen table. 
■ Nothing in the house interested Hing 
so much as a travelling cluck that stood oil 
our dining-room mantlepiece. Whenever 
he was in iho room his eyes would wander 
from the wurk ho was doing and fix them- 
selves on the clock, and "What time f" 
was his constant inquiry until ho had 
learnt to answer the question for himself. 
One night wo forgot to wind up this clock, 
and the next morning Hing came to us in 
great dismay to say that the clock did not 
"savvy talk." 

The Victoria ladies are iu the habit of 
giving frequent lunch parties among them- 
selves, but Hing expressed his unqualified 
disapproval of such entertainments the first 
time I told him I hail invited sumo ladies tu 
"eat at my house," and his opinion hun 
never altered. "Too much womnn talk, no 
good," is his verdict. On the other hand 
ho is delighted if men come tu dinner, and 
the younger, and taller, and smuother- 
faoed they are the greater is his admiration 
for them. Bat since "imitation is the 
sincerost form of flattery" he must also ad- 
mire ono or two of the girls who visit at 
our house. Cue day 1 went into the kitchen 
and found him standing with his left hand 
placed flat on the table, while with it brush 
in his right hand, he was scrubbing it -vvith 
tremendous energy. "I nosavvy what for," 
ho said, when I went in. "My band clean. 
I rub and scrub ten minutes, and it 110 more 

■white; no more idl the same Miss 's 

hand. I no savvy what for?" 

John is the name given tu a Chinaman 
until his real name is known. These 
names are sometimes very odd. 1 have 
known a Wing and a Moo; and a friend of 
mine had first a Wy and then a Not, 
When she was engaging the third hoy, 
and asked his name, ho referred her tu the 
friend that accompanied and introduced 
him. "Ho knows." "His name is Snoo- 
zor," said the interpreter. "Oh !" said 
my friend, "but 1 cannot call him by such 
a name as that. What if your real name? ' 
"Taw," said the boy, "but me likee 
Snoozor." 

Such servants us these introduce a 
novel element into housekeeping and home 
life. The widest difference of opinion 
exists as to their merits, and one hears 
the most contradictory statements about 
them. Their collective appearance is cer- 
tainly not prepossessing; and after walk- 
ing through the Chinese quarter of the 
town, and ■ inhaling thu various odotira 
peculiar to that district, the thought that 
we should be obliged to take ono of them 
into our house was very repugnant to us. 
Individually they tire nut bo repellant; 
and 1 must admit that the dozen China 
men with whom 1 have had business to do 
contrast favorably with white men of the 
same class. Towards a boy a inure kindly 
feeling is possible, and daily intercourse 
for nine or ten months has caused a real 
attachment to spring up between Hing 
and us. 

Thoro are ten Chinese merchants in 
Victoria who pay 8500 (iTUO) a year fur a 
licenso to import opium. A buy like 
Hing, however, only indulges in a mild 
cigar now and then, when he has grouse 
to pluck or work to do which olFeuds his 
nostrils. 

The Chinese merchants tire not the 
only ones who are taxed. Travellers from 
the eastern cities, Quebec Montreal and 
Toronto, have to pay a heavy tax fur 
liborty to sell here, the theory being that, 
having no warehouses, they compete, with 
those who have large establishments in 
the city to keep up. This tax is not 
peculiar to Victoria. It is exacted in 
most American towns. We first heard uf 
it in Savannah. 

Socioty in Victoria is thoroughly Eng 
lish in tone, although, owing to the early 
settlement of the country by the Hudson 
aon Bay Company, thu Scutch element is 
vory strong. But at a dinner party or 
ball in a Victoria hutise one is only re- 
called to the remembrance that one is far 
away frurn England by the presence of the 
white robed and calm, impassive Celes- 
tials. On dress occasions the blue work- 
ing Bhirt is exchanged for a white, well- 
starched blouse, with wide hanging 
sleeves. At Government House alone is 
it possible to mistake the butler for a 

guest.
